This  natural  growth  with  the  normal 
freezing  and  resting,  makes  sturdy,  wel 1 -deve 1  oped  plants.  They  are 
far  superior  to  the  tender,  spindling  greenhouse-grown  plants  so  com¬ 
monly  sent  cut.  Our  plants  are  growing  out-doors  and  so  are  ready  for 


planting  in  the  open.

Bodgeri  is  strictly  a  paniculata 
type,  bearing  large,  fully  double  flowers  in  the  same  fashion  as  Bristol 
Fairy.  Rosenschleier  is  the  true  repens  type  and  a  beautiful  little  plant 
but  not  good  for  cutting.  We  go  into  this  detail  to  refute  the  many  mis¬ 
statements  made  about  these  two  fine  plants . For  the  average  flor¬ 

ist,  Bodgeri  is  a  2  ft.  edition  of  Bristol  Fairy  from  which  he  can  cut 


two  weeks  earlier  and  continuously  thereafter.
